Critics  Praise 
Concert  Band

Praising  the  excellent  renditions 
of  the  soloists,  music  critics  in 
Provo  today  reported  the  precision 
and  intonation  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  concert  band  in 
their  first  concert,  Monday  night, 
as  “very  good.”

Dr.  P.  A.  Christensen,  as  facul- 
ty representative,  and  Coach  Floyd 
I Millett,  as  athletic  advisor,  attend- 
I ed  the  athletic  conference  at  Lara-  j 
mie,  Wyoming,  on  April  1. 

Although  athletics  are  somewhat 
at  a standstill  at  most  universities, 
it  is  thought  advisable  to  meet 
occasionally  to  keep  the  organiza- 
tion alive  during  the  war  so  that 
after  the  war  it  may  start  operat- 
ing once  more.  As  at  most  con- 
ferences these  days,  the  subject 
matter  was  post-war  plans. 

Denver  university  was  one  of  the 
main  topics  at  the  conference. 
Some  BYU  students  may  remem- 
ber a few  years  ago  when  Denver 
university  withdrew  from  the  con- 
ference because  of  a disagreement 
over  the  home-and-home  program 
in  which  university  teams  played 
alternately  on  their  home  campus 
and  on  the  campus  of  the  oppon- 
ent. It  has  since  been  thought  that 
Denver  should  be  a member  of 
the  conference.  At  the  meeting 
on  April  1 a schedule  was  dis- 
cussed which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
bring  about  a compromise  which 
night  draw  Denver  back  into  the 
conference. 

At  the  Y there  will  be  few  spring 
sports.  We  will  have  a tennis 
team  provided  U.  of  U.  and  A,  C. 
also  have  teams.  There  will  be 
•no  track  meet  this  spring,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Christensen. 

The  outlook  for  fall  sports  is 
not  very  bright.  At  the  Y,  the 
A.  C.,  and  other  universities  there 
will  be  no  football  team.  It  is 
doubtful  if  the  U.  of  U.  will  have 
a team.  U.  of  Colorado  at  Boulder 
has  an  advantage,  having  a large 
number  of  Navy  men  and  they 
may  be  able  to  manage  a team. 

No'  matter  how  dark  the  ath- 
letic situation  may  look  now,  Dr. 
Christensen  has  announced  that 
everything  is  being  done  for  a 
good  athletic  program  following 
the  war.  Those  universities  having 
material  to  work  with,  have  carri-

Petitions  may  be  circulated  for 
any  student  who  has  by  the  elec- 
tion date  one  hundred  and  ten 
hours  of  college  credit,  and  must 
have  been  registered  at  least  two 
consecutive  quarters  preceding  his 
election.  All  candidates  must  be 
carrying  their  registered  work  with 
at  least  a “C”  average. 

These  qualifications  apply  to  all 
four  elective  offices,  and  in  addi- 
tion the  candidates  for  secretary - 
historian  must  be  able  to  typewrte, 
and  must  have  a knowledge  of 
shorthand  to  take  the  school  busi- 
ness letters  from  dictation.  Before 
a petition  is  circulated  for  a stu- 
dent these  points  of  cligibilty 
should  be  checked.

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Power  Politics  . . . 


During  the  past  few  elections  in  which 
the  student  body  or  the  classes  have  voted 
for  officers,  it  has  become  increasingly  ap- 
parent that  voting  at  BYU  has  degenerated 
into  a power  politics  movement  on  the  part 
of  social  organizations. 

When  we  note  this  fact,  we  are  far  from 
placing  the  'entire  blame  upon  power-hungry 
organizations  whose  prestige  is  at  stake  in 
student  body  and  class  elections.  As  a mat- 
ter of  fact,  despicable  as  the  power-grasping 
movement  on  the  part  of  students  appears 
to  be,  the  blame  for  the  fact  that  elections 
are  allowed  to  be  controlled  by  the  social 
organizations  should,  we  believe,  he  laid  at 
the  doors  of  the  independent  students  who, 
it  seems,  are  too  lazy  or  too  indifferent  to 
attempt  to  do  anything  about  the  social  unit 
control  of  campus  politics.  When  class  meet- 
ings are  held,  when  student  body  elections 
are  held,  th^  students  who  make  it  a 
point  to  come  and  vote  are  the  affiliat- 
ed students.  They  are,  it  seems,  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  an  election  being 
held  and  are  anxious  to  take  part — whatever 
their  motive  may  be  for  doing  so.  Not  so 
with  many  of  the  independent  students  who 
howl  loudest  and  longest  about  the  social 
unit  control  of  campus  politics. 

On  some  campuses  where  Greek  fratern- 
ities and  sororities  exist,  all  the  independent 
students  (or  at  least  a large  percentage) 
group  together  in  an  independent  organization 
and  fight  the  Greeks  with  their  own  meth- 
ods— an  organized  party  and  definite  candi- 
dates. We  are  unequivocally  opposed  to  such 
a move.  In  the  first  place,  it  draws  a definite 
line  between  the  affiliated  and  unaffiliated 
students  and  sharply  outlines  the  issue  in 
such  a way  that  student  body  unity  is  at 
once  dissolved  into  two  bitter  factions.  In 
the  second  place,  such  a move  would  tend 
to  boost  the  prestige  and  caste  feeling.  It 
would  inflate  the  ego  of  social  unit  members 
far  beyond  their  actual  importance. 

The  general  policy  in  the  past  has  been  to 
ignore  the  presence  of  social  units  where  cam- 
pus politics  are  concerned.  Officially,  we  may 
still  follow  this  policy,  but  actually,  faced 
with  the  truth  that  stares  us  in  the  face  at 
every  student  election,  we  must  realize  shat 
individual  units  are  in  the  game  of  politics  to 
stay.  Perhaps  it  is  a good  thing  that  they 
are,  for  without  some  organizations  to  push 
the  elections  we  wonder  if  they  would  not 
collapse  because  of  pure  indifference — indif- 
ference that  is  nowhere  to  evident  as  among 
independent  students. 

To  summarize,  then,  it  is  apparent  that 
comparatively  small  numbers  of  students 
have  taken  an  active  part  in  student  elections 
held  thus  far  this  year. 

Those  who  have  taken  part  have,  for  the 
most  part,  voted  strictly  according  to  social 
bias  and  with  the  welfare  of  a small  group 
in  mind.  Independent  students  have  often  de- 
plored this  condition  but  have  done  virtually 
nothing  about  it. 

Unless  the  student  body  in  general  is  will- 
ing to  see  student  elections  degenerate  into 
small  fights  between’  small  organizations, 
this  year  is  the  time  for  all  students,  especial- 
ly independent  students  to  get  into  the  cam- 
paign! All  petitions  for  student  body  of- 
ficers must  be  in  by  April  21. 

These  are  YOUR  elections.  Petition  and 
vote  for  the  candidate  of  YOUR  choice  this 
year.  Elect  YOUR  favorites  to  office.

We  started  laughing  when  we  arrived  here 
at  3 :00  in  the  morning  Monday,  and  they  told 
us  that  in  four  weeks  we  would  all  be  trained 
infantry  riflemen.  We  smiled  feebly — and 
remembered  Mary  and  the  gals  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  eaterie — when  we  saw  our  first  break- 
fast, ones  pancake,  a thumbnail  of  bacon,  no 
syrup,  and  mud  with  plenty  of  watered  cream 
and  sugar.  It  has  improved  a little,  bm  we 
are  so  hungry  we  will  eat  worms  with 
lettuce  and  mayonnaise. 

By  daylight  that  first  day  we  really  guffaw- 
ed when  the  sergeant  pointed  at  Wendell 
Jeffrey,  Steve  McCarter,  and  John  “Hawk- 
eye”  McDonald  and  said,  “Youse  boids  is  on 
KP  today.” 

As  this  two-man  chamber  of  commerce  has 
always  claimed,  Oregon  and  Washington 
have  the  most  beautiful  climates  in  the  world. 
One  really  appreciates  it  too,  when  it  ap- 
I pears  as  it  did  for  15  minutes  today. 

All  we  (oh,  by  the  way,  how’s  “Our  Gal 
Sal..”)  do  here  is  hike  and  freeze,  crawl  and 
freeze,  sleep  and  freeze,  and  starve  and  freeze. 
It  should  really  make  men  out  of  us  after 
the  BYU  dissipations.

University  Plans 
Construction  of 
New  Gardens 

Improvements  on  the  Brigham 
Young  university  botanical  gar- 
dens, being  developed  on  fourth 
east  and  eighth  north  streets,  are 
being  made  this  week  by  instiitut-  j 
ing  several  species  of  oaks,  Cyprus  j 
trees,  and  other  shrubs,  accoiding| 
to  Bertrand  F.  Harrison,  general  j 
supe visor  of  trhe  gardens. 

Extending  from  the  level  street  j 
to  the  top  of  the  University  hill  i 
south  of  the  Joseph  Smith  build-  ! 
ing,  the  gardens  are  planned  to  I 
add  beauty  to  the  campus  and  j 
serve  as  an  experimental  plot  for  ! 
new  plant*  of  this  area. 

Approximately  500  species  of 
plants  are  now  in  the  grdaen,  and 
several  new  types  hiave  been  plant- 
ed th-is  spring,  Mr.  Harrison  said 
The  new  plants  are  botanical 
specimen ts  new  to  this  area,  al- 
though native  to  the  North  Am- 
erican' continent. 

Depending  upon  the  extent  of 
success  with  which  the  plants 
grow  in  the  garden,  they  will  be 
recommended  for  general  planting 
in  and  around  homes  of  this  area 
as  shade  and  ornamental  trees. 

It  hias  been  selected  as  a botanic- 
al study  area  and  ws  begun  p- 
proximately  three  years  ago.  When 
completed  it  is  expected  to  aid 
landscaping  in  this  area  and  on 
the  upper  campus  specifically.  Mr. 
Harrison  stated.
